Seek Lower Health Costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Presi­ 
dent Johnson told Congress to­ 
day he wants the government to 
seek ways to lower health costs. 
He also called for action to 
promote the expansion of non­ 
commercial television and ra­ 
dio, including especially educa­ 
tion programs. 
In a special message on edu­ 
cation and health, Johnson an­ 
nounced that the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
will hold a national conference 
on medical costs "to discuss 
how we can lower the costs of 
medical services without im­ 
pairing the quality." 
The President also recom­ 
mended that Congress create a 
Corporation for Public Televi­ 
sion that would use both public 
and private funds to support 
noncommercial 
broadcasting, 
both via television and radio. 
Picking up an idea that has 
been advocated by the Ford 
Foundation, which has urged 
establishment of such a corpo­ 
ration, Johnson recommended a 
study of "foe practicality and 
the economic advantages of us­ 
ing communication satellites to 
establish an educational televi­ 
sion and radio network." 
These were the highlights of 
foe multipoint message in which 
Johnson emphasized that this 
was the keynote: 
"I do not recommend more of 
the same—«but more that is bet­ 


ter: to solve old problems, to 
create new institutions, to fulfill 
the potential of each individual 
in our land." 
The President noted that av­ 
erage hospital costs have more 
than tripled since 1950 and that 
other medical expenses have 
risen sharply. 
For that reason, he said, he 
wants a national conference to 
bring together leaders of the 
medical community and mem­ 
bers of the public to try to find 
ways to reverse the upward 
trend. 
In addition, Johnson said, the 
new National Center for Health 
Services Research and Develop 
ment will concentrate first on 
seeking "new ways to improve 
foe use of professional and aux­ 
iliary workers—« key factor in 
reducing hospital costs." 
As for noncommercial televi­ 
sion, the President said this 
holds out a potential promise of 
bringing to its audience "the 
excitement of excellence in ev­ 
ery field." He said it "will not 
only instruct, but Inspire and 
uplift our people."

"That is why I have asked 
Congress to appropriate fonds 
this year to lay the groundwork 
for this important program," he 
explained. 
Johnson seeks $91 million in 
fiscal 1968 for the rocket devel­ 
opment and the remaining $58.8 
million to develop the two new 
research facilities. 
Both new research facilities 
will be built by the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission at its Los Al­ 
amos, N.M., scientific labora­ 
tory. 
Johnson 
said 
government 
scientists and engineers suc­ 
cessfully have tested reactors 
and engines with 55,000 pounds 
of thrust, and have concluded 
that a much more powerful en­ 
gine would have distinct advan­ 
tages over those now In use. 
The nuclear-powered engine is 
expected to have a thrust of200,- 
ooo to 250,000 pounds. 
This, Johnson said, will al­ 
most double the weight of the 
present pay load of the Saturn 5 
vehicle, increase ability to ma­ 
neuver spacecraft, and be used 
in future manned landings and 
exploration of di stant planets. 
Dr. Louis Rosen, a division 
head at the Los Alamos fecility, 
said the physics fecility sought 
by Johnson will permit scien­ 
tists to try to develop a precise 
new ray for destroying cancer­ 
ous tumors.

The House Ways and Means Committee on 
Wednesday (March 1) begins 
hearings 
on 
President Johnson*s proposals on Social Security 
expansion. 
President Johnson is urging on Congress what 
he calls “the greatest improvement in living 
standards for the elderly since the Social Se­ 
curity Act was passed in 1935.” Implicit is a 
sweeping change in the whole philosophy of the 
Social Security system and indeed of the nation’s 
obligations to the aged. 
The President’s Message on Older Americans 
which he sent to Congress on Jan. 23 made sur­ 
prisingly little impact on general news media. 
It raised a flurry of alarm in the business 
press, however, and that concern is bound to 
grow. 
What the President wants is a 20 per cent 
increase in Social Security benefits. He also 
is asking for reform of tax laws applying to 
the elderly. 
He proposes to pay for part of 
the, increases with sharply higher Social Se­ 
curity taxes on employees and employers alike. 
But even if Congress votes the tax rises, the 
expansion of the system will mean another giant 
step away from the concept of the idea of Social 
Security as 
insurance and toward 
welfare 
government. 
To be sure, President Johnson said that our 
program “must continue on an actuarially sound 
basis.” 
Every President from 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt on has made much of actuarial sound­ 
ness. 
But in fact, a Social Security debt of 
more than $400 billion exists right now. This 
sum represents the difference between the 
present value of future pension rights and the 
present value of future tax collections 
at 
present rates, plus accumulated reserves. 
The Johnson proposals would push that debt 
to $500 billion. 
Young people, and the more 
affluent of all ages, eventually would pay the 
bill. 
President Johnson said in considering the needs 
of the elderly “our goal is not merely to prolong 
our citizens’ 
lives, but to enrich them.” 
President George P. Meany of the AFL-CIO 
said that a 20 per cent increase in benefits 
would constitute “a substantial down-payment on 
what we firmly believe is the needed 50 per 
cent rise in benefits.” 
The Meany statement is a portent of what’s to 
come. The AFL-CIO and its state and local 
affiliates are prepared to spend thousands Of 
dollars on a mask'Wucation and pressure pro­ 
gram in the next few months. 
Huge rallies are planned for March 12 in Bos­ 
ton, Cleveland, Cincinnait, Chicago, New Or­ 
leans,

A recent survey of cabbies, transportation 
firms, truck drivers and the state police dis­ 
closed these reasons: 
—Inattention, listening to the radio, talking 
and many other momentary distractions may 
cause drivers to miss important signs or take 
the wrong turns. 
—Drivers may become confused by too many 
signs, or by driving in the wrong lane or in an 
unfamiliar city. 
Arguments and back-seat 
driving have caused drivers to lose their way, 
too. 
—Many motorists do not plan thoroughly enough 
in advance of their trip. They are unaware of 
route changes or turn-offs. 
Some don’t even 
bother to carry maps, say perplexed 
state 
police. 
—In some instances, lost drivers genuinely 
seem to have a poor sense of direction. After 
a few turns, they are unable to tell in what 
direction they are going. 
—Speed causes many drivers to miss im­ 
portant directional signs. They whiz by...and 
end up miles away from their destinations. 
How can you avoid getting lost? Try these 
tips: 
•Plan your trip well in advance. Look at maps, 
study the route and stay on the one you choose. 
Know where you are going and when to expect 
the turn-offs leading to your destination. Equip 
your car with a compass to check your sense 
of direction. 
.Watch those signs. Fewer drivers would get 
lost, say state police, if they paid more at­ 
tention to the large green directional signs 
used on most major routes today. These signs, 
coated with materials that reflect sign messages 
in headlight brilliance, can be seen at greater 
distances, eyen at night. 
.Slow down for congested areas, intersections, 
cloverleafs and turn-offs. This gives you time 
to make the correct turn or get into the proper 
lane. Such precaution also lessens the chance 
of an accident. 
.When visiting friends in a strange city, phone 
ahead and ask for directions to their home. 
This may save wasted time and hot tempers. 
Cabbies say you should always carry the street 
guide for a strange city. 
•Carry maps of your route on the trip. Con­ 
sult them when necessary to keep yourself on 
course. 
.If you do get lost, stop and inquire. Call the 
local police or fire station for information. 
Listen carefully to the advice and you should 
be back on the road - headed in the right 
direction - with a minimum of delay.

D-S.C., who as chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee and a watchdog of the CIA 
listens to the nation's 
most 
sensitive secrets. 
R ivers, however, is a se­ 
curity risk. He can be trusted 
with a secret no longer than it 
takes him to gulp down a few 
jiggers of bourbon. 
Rivers* flowing white hair 
and thin, dissipated face might 
have come from the pages of a 
William Faulkner novel. He is 
a charming, likeable person. 
But he simply cannot hold his 
liquor. This is a personal trage­ 
dy, which might have remained 1 
a whisper in C harleston's fash­ 
ionable drawing rooms except 
that he has made it a national 
problem . 
For he is briefed not only by 
Central Intelligence, but by the 
defense department on the most 
super - secret m atters. Yet, if 
he weren’t a powerful congress­ 
man thrust into a key chair­ 
manship by sheer seniority, he 
couldn't get a security clear­ 
ance tor the most minor job in 
the Pentagon.

“ Private police forces can 
easily violate laws, crush pri­ 
vacy, create fear and mistrust

Long said “ The citizen has 
no control, 
no say-so in the 
creation or operation of the 
force. The force has no sense 
of responsibility to the citi­ 
zen's rights.” 
Senator Long warned

forcement agencies.”

biggest need in crime 
prevention 
today is 
better 
equipped and 
better trained 
local forces.

HOUSE CONSIDERS 
"DUAL ENROLLMENT" 
BILL 
JEFFERSON CITY - Amid 
many of the emotional 
argu­ 
ments 
against the proposed 
"shared tim e" bill under con­ 
sideration in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, more thought is 
being given tothelucid presant- , 
ation for the bQI given to the 
House education committee by 
Paul E. Williams, legal assis­ 
tant to Gov. Warren E.Hearnes. 
The bill recently was 
ap­ 
proved by the House education 
committee and is now being con« 
sidered on the floor of the 
House. House passage is ex­ 
pected but more opposition is 
foreseen in the Senate. 
In a seven • page statement 
Williams pointed out that the 
question whether the bill would 
violate constitutional prohibi­ 
tions against aid to religion has 
been thoughtfully considered by 
legal 
authorities in several 
states — none of whom hold that 
a dual attendance program vio­ 
lates 
the constitutional pro­ 
hibition against aid to religion. 
Williams warned the commit­ 
tee against referring; to the bill 
as a "shared tim e" or "dual 
enrollment" proposal. 
"We 
should look 
to what the bill 
does, Xnd not to what it is 
called," he said. 
The bill, he said, "would 
permit children to attend more 
than one school during 
the 
regular schooltime. This would 
not apply to all school pro­ 
grams but would be limited 
to only two types — special 
education for the mentally and 
physically 
handicapped chil­ 
dren, and programs tor eco­ 
nomically and educationally de­ 
prived children 
financed by 
the United States under 
the 
Elementary and Secondary Edu­ 
cation Act of 1965." 
"Some handicaps," he 
ex­ 
plained, "perm it the child to 
remain in the normal school 
curriculum 
most of the time, 
special instruction 
being 
required only part time. Atypi­ 
cal example of such a handi­ 
cap would be the need tor speech 
correction, or training of the 
partially deaf or blind." 
"Educationally deprived chil­ 
dren" are those who, because 
of poverty, handicap, inferior 
schools and the like, have not 
made normal advancement. 
The federal funds are only 
granted tor use in a school 
concentration of low • income 
families. The tends may not be 
used to merely supplant exist­ 
ing programs, but must be used 
to finance new or supplemental 
programs, he said. 
Frequently this money is used 
tor remedial programs in the 
basic skills, "the old 
three 
Rs - reading, *riting and *rlth- 
metic, " Williams explained. 
In addition, under the Federal 
act, if the program does 
not 
provide tor participation 
of 
children 
attending 
private 
schools, then no federal tends 
will be granted tor the benefit 
of any children. 
Present state law prohibits 
conducting a program during 
regular schooltime which in­ 
cludes children 
enrolled In 
non • public schools. To meet 
federal requirements of com­ 
parable opportunity to private 


ter their opinion on whether to 
retain or abolish the tax.

To replace any lost revenue, 
Meyer plans to propose a flat 
increase of $50 on the assessed 
valuation 
of each car in the 
state, which he feels would 
come closest to making up the 
deficit of removing the person­ 
al property tax. 
STANDARD TIME BILL 
MAY LOSE SUPPORT 
A bill which would allow Mis­ 
souri to remain on standard 
time, during the period when 
many states shift to daylight 
savings time, may never get 
out of committee since the Kan­ 
sas Legislature recently voted 
down a sim ilar proposal. 
Rep. W. D. (Bill) Hibler (D- 
B runs wick), author of the bill, 
has explained that Congress 
last year passed an act which 
would allow an entire state to 
remain on standard time with 
approval of its Legislature. 
Hibler's bill is backed by many 
of his constituents and several 
farm organizations, but favor­ 
able action on the measure was 
expected to depend on what the 
Kansas Legislature would do. 
Since that body voted down the 
proposal, Hibler's bill is ex­ 
pected to lose considerable sup­ 
port. 


PROPOSE BONUS 
FOR WAR VETERANS 
Two bills Introduced in the 
Missouri House of Representa­ 
tives would give bonuses to vet­ 
erans who served during the 
periods of World War U and 
the Korean conflict. 
Reps. Edna Eads (R-Bonne 
Terre) and Elsa Hill (]>St. 


Louis) Introduced the meas­ 
ures which would provide a bon­ 
us of $5 for each month served 
by a veteran stationed in the 
United States during the war 
periods and $15 tor veterans 
who were stationed overseas. 
Bonuses are not to exceed $500 
and the veteran must have been 
honorably discharged. 
Con­ 
scientious objectors are ex­ 
empted who may have served 
during these periods. 
A minimum flat bonus of $10 
per month served would be 
established for any veteran with 
a service-connected disability 
even though the service was a 
domestic one. 
BILL WOULD UPGRADE 
STANDARDS FOR EGGS 
A bill proposed by Rep. Ru­ 
ben Shapeler (D-Butler) would 
upgrade the regulations per­ 
taining to the sale of eggs, 
and 
re-define egg as "raw 
egg in the shell that are the 
produce of the domesticated 
chicken.” 
The bill also would re-de- 
fine consumer as one who buys 
eggs for food in his own home 
and adds the definition of "in­ 
stitutional consumer" as one 
who uses eggs for food, and 
shall include restaurants, ho­ 
tels, 
cafeterias, 
hospitals, 
nursing homes, state instuti- 
tions, jails and other establish­ 
ments. 
Nothing in the act prohibits 
the sale of eggs produced on 
the farm and sold directly to 
the consumer, except that such 
eggs must be produced by hens 
maintained on the farm from 
which they are sold. 
In addition, a Missouri pro­ 
ducer of eggs selling ungrad­ 
ed eggs from his own flock 
production is exempt from the 
provisions of the act, except 
that, if such producer desires 
to sell graded eggs, he may 
do so if he complies with the 
act. 
WOULD PERMIT 
SUNDAY LIQUOR SALES 
A bill introduced in the House 
by Rep. Thomas F. Ryan (D- 
Kansas City) would allow sale 
of liquor by the drink in all 
cities of the first class and in 
all cities allowing the sale of 
liquor by the drink and lo­ 
cated in counties of the first 
class. 
The bill places a time limi­ 
tation of 1 p.m. to 12 mid­ 
night on the sale of liquor by 
the drink on Sunday. 
LOBBYISTS OBJECTING 
TOBILL ASSIGNMENTS 
Several veteran lobbyists in 
Jefferson City recently 
re­ 
marked that this is the first 
session of the Legislature in 
which they remember so many 
bills were assigned to a com­ 
mittee where the chairman is 
also the author of the bill. 
Lobbyists who have 
opposed 
some of these bills complain 
that it puts them in an awkward 
situation when the bill’s author 
has complete control over the 
hearing. 
The Speaker of the House has 
the right to assign bills to com­ 
mittees, but there appears to 
have been no objections from 
the 
floor when a 
bill was 
assigned to a committee whose 
chairman also is the author. 
Many of the lobbyists feel that 
the House should establish a 
rule that would designate anoth­ 
er committee member to take 
over the chairmanship when the 
chairman had a direct interest 
in the legislation being heard. 
"For a chairman to control the 
hearing of his own bill seems 
to violate the spirit of conflict 
of interest," one lobbyist said.

Dennis as the latter was about to reach home. Grabbing 
the youngster by the arm, Perry drove the snowball kid 
into town and turned him over to a police officer with the 
information that Dennis had been endangering motorists by 
throwing snowballs at passing cars. 
"The guy was a big bully," the boy’s lawyer told the judge. 
"He had no right to push Dennis around or to take him any­ 
where in his car." 
"What are you talking about?" was Perry’s answer. "If I 
hadn’t turned that kid over to the policeman, his snowball 
throwing might have caused a serious accident. Under the 
circumstances, I obviously acted both intelligently land reas­ 
onably."

WASHINGTON (AP) —P resi­ 
dent Johnson told Congress to­ 
day he wants the government to 
seek ways to lower health costs. 
He also tallied for action to 
promote the expansion of non­ 
commercial television and ra­ 
dio, including especially educa­ 
tion program s. 
In a special message on edu­ 
cation and health, Johnson an­ 
nounced that the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
will hold a national conference 
on medical costs “ to discuss 
how we can lower the costs of 
medical services without im­ 
pairing the quality.” 
The President also recom ­ 
mended that Congress create a 
Corporation for Public Televi­ 
sion that would use both public 
and private funds to support 
noncommercial 
broadcasting, 
both via television and radio. 
Picking up an idea that has 
been 
advocated by the Ford 
Foundation, which has urged 
establishment of such a corpo­ 
ration, Johnson recommended a 
study of “ the practicality and 
the economic advantages of us­ 
ing communication satellites to 
establish an educational televi­ 
sion and radio network." 
These were the mgniiglits of 
the multipoint message in which 
Johnson emphasized that this 
was the keynote: 
“ I do not recommend more of 
the sam e—but more that is bet­ 


ter: to solve old problem s, to 
create new institutions, to fulfill 
the potential of each individual 
in our land." 
The President noted tliat av­ 
erage hospital costs have more 
than tripled since 1950 and that 
other medical expenses have 
risen sharply. 
For that reason, lie said, he 
wants a national conference to 
bring together leaders of the 
medical community and mem­ 
bers of the public to try to find 
ways to reverse the upward 
trend. 
In addition, Joluison said, the 
new National Center for Health 
Services Research and Develop­ 
ment will concentrate first on 
seeking “ new ways to improve 
the use of professional and aux­ 
iliary w orkers—« key factor in 
reducing hospital costs.” 
As for noncommercial televi­ 
sion, the President said this 
holds out a potential promise of 
bringing to its audience “ the 
excitement of excellence in ev­ 
ery field." He said it “ will not 
only instruct, but inspire and 
uplift our people." 
Today, he" said, educational 
and other noncommercial tele- 
.vision “ is reaching only a frac­ 
tion of its potential audience — 
and achieving only a fraction of 
its potential worth."

today for money to begin 
the 
development of a nuclear-pow- 
ered rocket engine, the Rover. 
For this and other scientific 
projects, Joluison asked a total 
of $149.8 million for use in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 
In addition to the nuclear- 
powered rocket engine, 
John­ 
son asked funds for a physics 
laboratory 
for basic physical 
and biochemical research and a 
specialized facility for further 
thermonuclear fission as a po­ 
tential source of electricity. 
“ The projects will advance 
America's 
ability to harness 
atomic energy for the peaceful 
exploration of space,” Johnson 
stated. “ They will also 
help 
us chart new courses in nuclear 
science.” 
Johnson 
said development 
of a nuclear - powered rocket 
engine will take time, and that 
present plans call for delivery 
of the first test model in about 
1971. 
A number of flight and ground 
tests will precede full use of the 
engine 
in 
space programs, 
Johnson said. 
“ That is why I have asked 
Congress to appropriate funds 
tlxis year to lay the groundwork 
for this important program ,” he 
explained. 
Johnson seeks $91 million in 
fiscal 1968 for the rocket devel­ 
opment and the rem aining$58.8 
million to develop the two new 
research facilities. 
Both new research facilities 
will be built by the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission at its Los Al­ 
amos, N.M., scientific labora­ 
tory. 
Joluison 
said 
government 
scientists and engineers suc­ 
cessfully have tested reactors 
and engines with 55,000 pounds 
of thrust, and have concluded 
that a much more powerful en­ 
gine would have distinct advan­ 
tages over those now in use. 
The nuclear-powered engine is 
expected to ha ve a thrust of 200,- 
000 to 250,000 pounds. 
This, Joluison said, will al­ 
most double the weight of the 
present pay load of the Saturn 5 
vehicle, increase ability to ma­ 
neuver spacecraft, and lie used 
in future manned landings and 
exploration of distant planets. 
Dr. Louis Rosen, a division 
head at the Los .Alamos facility, 
said the physics facility sought 
by Johnson will permit scien­ 
tists to try to develop a precise 
new ray for destroying cancer­ 
ous tum ors. 
X-rays are now the classic 
treatment for destroying the

President Johnson is urging on Congress what 
he calls “the greatest improvement in living 
standards for the elderly since the Social Se­ 
curity Act was passed in 1935.” Implicit is a 
sweeping change in the whole philosophy of the 
Social Security system and indeed of the nation’s 
obligations to the aged. 
The President’s Message on Older Americans 
which he sent to Congress on Jan. 23 made sur­ 
prisingly little impact on general news media. 
It raised a flurry of alarm in the business 
press, however, and that concern is bound to 
grow. 
What the President wants is a 20 per cent 
increase in Social Security benefits. He also 
is asking for reform of tax laws applying to 
the elderly. 
He proposes to pay for part of 
the increases with sharply higher Social Se­ 
curity taxes on employees and employers alike. 
But even if Congress votes the tax rises, the 
expansion of the system will mean another giant 
step away from the concept of the idea of Social 
Security as 
insurance and toward 
welfare 
government. 
To be sure, President Johnson said that 
our 
program “must continue on an actuarially sound 
basis.** 
Every 
President from 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt on has made much of actuarial sound­ 
ness. 
But in fact, a Social Security debt of 
more than $400 billion exists right now. This 
sum 
represents 
the difference between the 
present value of future pension rights and the 
present value of future tax collections 
at 
present rates, plus accumulated reserves. 
The Johnson proposals would push that debt 
to $500 billion. 
Young people, and the more 
affluent of all ages, eventually would pay 
the 
bill. 
President Johnson said in considering the needs 
of the elderly “our goal is not merely to prolong 
our citizens’ 
lives, but to enrich them.” 
President George P. Meany of the AFL-CIO 
said that a 20 per cent increase in benefits 
would constitute “a substantial down-payment on 
what we firmly believe is the needed 50 per 
cent rise in benefits.” 
The Meany statement is a portent of what’s to 
come. 
The AFL-CIO and its state and local 
affiliates Rre p rep aid to spend thousands of 
dollars' on a mass^education and pressure pro­ 
gram in the next few months. 
Huge rallies are planned for March 12 in Bos­ 
ton, Cleveland, Cincinnait, Chicago, New Or­

WAGE-PRICE 
FREEZE 
IN 
GREAT BRITAIN 
Last July the 
Labor Gov­ 
ernment of Great Britain im­ 
posed a mandatory freeze on 
most wages and prices. It was 
supposed to be only temporary, 
perhaps to end in 1966. 
Now 
statements by the 
Labor Gov­ 
ernment and reports from im­ 
partial observers indicate that 
the wage-price 
freeze 
will 
almost certainly be continued 
well into 1967 
and may 
last 
indefinitely. 
Unless a 
country is 
in the 
midst of an all-out war for 
survival which 
causes 
great 
scarcity of civilian 
goods, a 
wage-price 
freeze by 
gov­ 
ernment means just one thing: 
a confession of the total failure 
and disastrous consequences of 
government 
meddling in the 
economy. 
It means that gov­ 
ernment, having tried every­ 
thing else, has been driven to 
the last 
resort 
of clamping 
an iron 
hand on the economy 
while the bureaucracy struggles 
to regroup. 
It 
is 
Ironic 
but 
appro­ 
priate that this 
crude 
and 
restrictive 
measure, 
which 
prevents 
British 
working­ 
men from 
even hoping for 
pay increases 
Just as it pre­ 
vents 
British 
businessmen 
from making any 
reasonable 
margin of profit, should come 
from that 
loudly 
self-pro­ 
fessed “ friend of the working­ 
man,” the Labor Party. When 
the 
workingman’s 
alleged 
“ friends” clamp a freeze 
on 
his wages, he has no need to 
look any further for his ene­ 
mies. 
There is real danger that be­ 
fore long the

may follow the road of Great

gressional punishment of Rep. 
Adam 
Clayton 
Powell, the 
toughest in the last 100 years, 
has 
set laudable standards 
which must be applied to other 
congressmen, whether white or 
black. 
One committee chairman to 
whom the standard must be ap­ 
plied is 
Rep. Mendel Rivers, 


D-S.C., who as chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee and a watchdog of the CIA 
listens to the nation’s 
most 
sensitive secrets. 
Rivers, however, is a se­ 
curity risk. He can be trusted 
with a secret no longer than it 
takes him to gulp down a few 
jiggers of bourbon. 
Rivers’ flowing white hair 
and thin, dissipated face might 
have come from the pages of a 
William Faulkner novel. He is 
a charming, likeable person. 
But he simply cannot hold his 
liquor. This is a personal trage­ 
dy, which might have remained 
a whisper in Charleston's fash­ 
ionable drawing rooms except 
that he has made it a national 
problem. 
For he is briefed not only by 
Central Intelligence, but by the 
defense department on the most 
super • secret matters. Yet, if 
he weren't a powerful congress­ 
man thrust into a key chair­ 
manship by sheer seniority, he 
couldn’t get a security clear­ 
ance for the most minor job in 
the Pentagon. 
We have tracked down 
var­ 
ious witnesses regarding Riv­ 
ers. They range from the black- 
water 
swamps of his native 
South Carolina to the musty 
military offices of the Panama 
Canal; and from Amityville, 
N.Y., to 
Houston, Tex. Some 
are former aides who fear re­ 
taliation; others are military 
officers 
whose careers would 
be ruined if they were identi­ 
fied. So we will report 
the 
facts without identifying any 
but pro-Rivers sources. 
Most 
witnesses described 


the congressman as charming 
when he’s sober, a terror when 
he’s drunk. One military escort, 
who had to 
nursemaid him 


overseas, recalled the 
ex­ 
perience as “ horrendous.” 
When Rivers sobers up after 
an 
alcoholic binge, said 
a 
former 
aide, he “ can’t re­ 
member whom he has seen or 
what he has said” . 
“ ROARING DRUNK” 
“Sometimes we would come 
into his office and find it strewn 
with bottles,” said a former 
secretary, ”and the safe would 
be wide open.” 
One ex • employee remem­ 
bered receiving 
a call to pick 
up the congressman at Washing, 
ton’s posh Mayflower Hotel. 
“ His shirt was smeared with 
lipstick, and he was too drunk 
to know what he was doing,” 
said the employee. 
On another occasion, he was 
brought to the home of an em­ 
ployee to keep him out 
of 
trouble. 
” He was roaring drunk,” was 
the 
recollection. ” We went 
to bed but left the bottle on the 
table and the light was left on 
so he could get his drinks.” 
In the morning, he requested 
an orange, ate it like an ani­ 
mal, peel and all, and spewed 
it out. 
Often the navy would be noti­ 
fied discreetly to send an am­ 
bulance to haul the congress­ 
man to the Bethesda Naval Hos­ 
pital to dry out. He was also 
dropped off on other occasions 
at Alcoholics Anonymous in the 
hope they could help. 
The armed forces always took 
the precaution of assigning 
a 
military escort with a reputa­ 
tion for sobriety as nursemaid 
to Rivers on his overseas jun­ 
kets, One escort Insisted that 
the congressman, who has been 
able to stay on the wagon for 
months at a time, behaved like 
a gentleman. 
Others had different

In London, he was 
found romping through a hotel 


corridor in his undershorts. In 
Madrid, he tore the dress of 
a lady guide.

like bell­ 
hops. 
SCOTCH VIA AIR 
FORCE 
After one overseas winding, 
he alerted aides to meet him 
at the airport. The air force 
plane arrived with no congress­ 
man but with several cases of 
scotch he 
had 
purchased 
abroad. 
“ We were told that the con­ 
gressman had become ill and 
hadn’t 
been 
able to return 
home,” recalled one aide. 
Delacey Shuman, 
the con­ 
gressman’s former 
adminis­ 
trative assistant, when asked 
about the congressman's drink­ 
ing, would say only: ” 1 don’t 
want to discuss his personal 
af&lrs. I handled my business, 
and he handled his.” 
An air force pilot recalled 
another time that the air force 
flew 40 cases of whisky from 
Bermuda for delivery to the 
congressman at Charleston. 
Rivers’ power over military 
legislation is such that, on at 
least 
three 
occasions, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the 
secretaries of the three ser­ 
vices and other top generals 
and admirals took time out from

drunk he could

The House Ways and Means Committee 
on 
Wednesday (March I) begins 
hearings 
on 
President Johnson’s proposals on Social Security 
expansion. 
President Johnson is urging on Congress what 
he calls “the greatest improvement in living 
standards for the elderly since the Social Se­ 
curity Act was passed in 1935.“ Implicit is a 
sweeping change in the whole philosophy of the 
Social Security system and indeed of the nation’s 
obligations to the aged. 
The President’s Message on Older Americans 
w hich he sent to Congress on Jan. 23 made sur­ 
prisingly little impact on general news media. 
It raised a flurry of alarm in the business 
p r e s s , however, and that concern is bound to 
grow. 
What the President wants is a 20 per cent 
increase in Social Security benefits. He also 
is asking for reform of tax laws applying to 
the elderly. 
He proposes to pay for part of 
the increases with sharply higher Social Se­ 
curity taxes on employees and employers alike. 
But even if Congress votes the tax rises, the 
expansion of the system will mean another giant 
step away from the concept of the idea of Social 
Security as 
insurance and toward 
welfare 
government. 
To be sure, President Johnson said that 
our 
program “ must continue on an actuarially sound 
basis.” 
Every 
President from 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt on has made much of actuarial sound­ 
ness. 
But in fact, a Social Security debt of 
more than $400 billion exists right now. This 
sum 
represents 
the difference between the 
present value of future pension rights and the 
present value of future tax collections 
at 
present rates, plus accumulated reserves. 
The Johnson proposals would push that debt 
to $500 billion. 
Young people, and the more 
affluent of all ages, eventually would pay 
the 
bill. 
President Johnson said in considering the needs 
of the elderly “our goal is not merely to prolong 
our citizens’ 
lives, but to enrich them.” 
President George P. Meany of the AFL-CIO 
said that a 20 per cent increase in benefits 
would constitute “a substantial down-payment on 
what we firmly believe is the needed 50 per 
cent rise in benefits.” 
The Meany statement is a portent of what’s to 
come. 
The AFL-CIO and its state and local 
affiliates are prepared to spend thousands of 
dollars on a mass education and pressure pro­ 
gram in the next few months. 
Huge rallies are planned for March 12 in Bos­ 
ton, Cleveland, Cincinnal, Chicago, New Or­ 
leans, 
New 
York, 
Milwaukee, 
Denver, 
Indianapolis, Los Angeles, and Seattle. 
In St. 
Louis the rally will be March IO; in Pitts­ 
burgh, April 2. Further rallies are planned for 
Detroit, Oklahoma City, and Daytona 
Beach, 
and others in the works. 
This is the kind of muscle that Congressmen 
find hard to resist. 
And it’s pushing in 
the 
direction of financing of some Social Security 
payments out of general revenues.

Why do drivers get lost? 
A recent survey of cabbies, transportation 
firms, truck drivers and the state police dis­ 
closed these reasons: 
—Inattention, listening to the radio, talking 
and many other momentary distractions may 
cause drivers to miss important signs or take 
the wrong turns. 
—Drivers may become confused by too many 
signs, or by driving in the wrong lane or in an 
unfamiliar city. 
Arguments 
and 
back-seat 
driving have caused drivers to lose their way, 
too. 
--Many motorists do not plan thoroughly enough 
in advance of their trip. They are unaware of 
route changes or turn-offs. 
Some don’t even 
bother to carry maps, say perplexed 
state 
police. 
--In some instances, lost drivers genuinely 
seem to have a poor sense of direction. After 
a few turns, they are unable to tell in what 
direction they are going. 
—Speed causes many drivers to miss im­ 
portant directional signs. 
They whiz by...and 
end up miles away from their destinations. 
How can you avoid getting lost? Try these 
tips: 
.Plan your trip well in advance. Look at maps, 
study the route and stay on the one you choose. 
Know where you are going and when to expect 
the turn-offs leading to your destination. Equip 
your car with a compass to check your sense 
of direction. 
•Watch those signs. Fewer drivers would get 
lost, say state police, if they paid more at­ 
tention to the large green directional signs 
used on most major routes today. These signs, 
coated with materials that reflect sign messages 
in headlight brilliance, can be seen at greater 
distances, even at night. 
.Slow down for congested areas, intersections, 
cloverleafs and turn-offs. This gives you time 
to make the correct turn or get into the proper 
lane. 
Such precaution also lessens the chance 
of an accident. 
.When visiting friends in a strange city, phone 
ahead and ask for directions to their home. 
This may save wasted time and hot tempers. 
Cabbies say you should always carry the street 
guide for a strange city. 
.Carry maps of your route on the trip. Con­ 
sult them when necessary to keep yourself on 
course. 
.If you do get lost, stop and inquire. Call the 
local police or fire station for information. 
Listen carefully to the advice and you should 
be back on the road - headed in the right 
direction - with a minimum of delay.

One committee cltalrman to 
whom the standard must be ap­ 
plied is 
Rep. Mendel Rivers, 


D-S.C., who as chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee and a watchdog of the CIA 
listens to the nation's 
most 
sensitive secrets. 
Rivers, however, is a se­ 
curity risk. He can be trusted 
with a secret no longer than it 
takes him to gulp down a few 
Jiggers of bourbon. 
Rivers' flowing white hair 
and thin, dissipated face might 
have come from the pages of a 
William Faulkner novel. He is 
a charming, likeable person. 
But he simply cannot hold his 
liquor. This is a personal trage­ 
dy, which might have remained 
a whisper in Charleston's fash­ 
ionable drawing rooms except 
that he has made it a national 
problem. 
For he is briefed not only by 
Central Intelligence, but by the 
defense department un the most 
super - secret matters. Yet, lf 
he weren't a powerful congress­ 
man thrust into a key chair­ 
manship by sheer seniority, he 
couldn't get a security clear­ 
ance for the most minor Job in 
the Pentagon. 
We have tracked down 
var­ 
ious witnesses regarding Riv­ 
ers. They range front the black­ 
water 
swamps of his native 
Sou tit Carolina to the musty 
military offices of the Panama 
Canal; and front Amityville, 
N ,Y,, to 
Houston, Tex. Some 
are former aides who fear re­ 
taliation; others 
are military 
officers 
whose careers would 
be ruined lf they were identi­ 
fied. So we will retort 
the 
facts 
without Identifying 
any 
but pro-Rivers sources. 
Most 
witnesses 
described 


the congressman as charming 
when he's sober, a terror when 
he's drunk. One military escort, 
who had to 
nursemaid him 


overseas, recalled the 
ex­ 
perience as "horrendous." 
When Rivers sobers up after 
an 
alcoholic binge, said 
a 
former 
aide, he “ can't 
re­ 
member whom he has seen or 
what he has said". 
"ROARING DRUNK” 
"Sometimes we would come 
into his office and find it strewn 
with 
bottles," said a former 
secretary, "and the safe would 
be wide open," 
One ex • employee remem­ 
bered receiving 
a call to pick 
up the congressman at Washing­ 
ton's posh Mayflower Hotel. 
"His shirt was smeared with 
lipstick, and he was too drunk 
to know what he was doing,” 
said the employee. 
On another occasion, he was 
brought to the home of an em­ 
ployee to keep him out 
of 
trouble. 
"He was roaring drunk,” was 
the 
recollection. "We went 
to bed but left the bottle on the 
table aud the light was left on 
so he could get his drinks.” 
In the morning, he requested 
an orange, ate it like an ani­ 
mal, peel and all, and spewed 
it out. 
Often the navy would be noti­ 
fied discreetly to send an am­ 
bulance to haul the congress­ 
man to the Bethesda Naval Hos­ 
pital to dry out. He was also 
dropped off on other occasions 
at Alcoholics Anonymous In the 
hope they could help. 
The armed forces always took 
tike precaution of assigning

escort insisted that 
the congressman, who has been 
able to stay ut the wagon for 
months at a time, India ved like 
a gentleman.

In London, he wan 
found romping through a hotel 


corridor in his undershorts. In 
Madrid, he tore the dress of 
a lady guide. Once he got a 
few drinks under his 
belt, he 
also had a disposition to order 
generals 
around 
Uke beU- 
hops. 
SCOTCH VIA AIR 
FORCE 
After one overseas winding, 
he alerted aides to meet him 
at the airport. The air force 
plane arrived with no congress­ 
man but with several cases of 
scotch he 
had 
purchased 
abroad. 
"We were told that the con­ 
gressman had become ill 
and 
hadn't 
been 
able to return 
home," recalled one aide. 
Delacey Shuman, 
the con­ 
gressman's former 
adminis­ 
t r a t e assistant, when asked 
about the congressman's drink­ 
ing, would say only: "I 
don't 
want to discuss his personal 
affairs. I handled my business, 
and he handled his." 
An air force pilot recalled 
another time that the air force 
flew 40 cases of whisky from 
Bermuda for delivery to the 
congressman at Charleston. 
Rivers* power over military 
legislation is such that, on at 
least 
three 
occasions, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the 
secretaries of the three 
ser­ 
vices and other top generals 
and admirals took time out from 
the Vietnam war to fly to South 
Carolina and pay homage

Chairman. 
Recalled an air force officer 
who in 1965 greeted 
their 
plane: "I personally saw Riv­ 
ers 
stagger off the plane so 
drunk he could 
hardly 
stand 
up." 
Congress spends hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each year 
investigating 
security 
risks. 
Yet it permits 
an alchollc to 
preside over the House Armed 
Services Committee and 
the 
GLA watchdog committee, privy 
to the nation's 
most vital 
secrets, which he may blab 
the next

HOUSE CONSIDERS 
"DUAL ENROLLMENT” 
BILL 
JEFFERSON CITY - 
Amid 
many of the emotional 
argu­ 
ments 
against the proposed 
"shared time” bill under con­ 
sideration in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, more thought is 
being given to the lucid present- _ 
ation for the bill given to the 
House education committee by 
Paul E. Williams, legal assis­ 
tant to Gov. Warren E.Hearnes. 
The bill recently was 
ap­ 
proved by the House education 
committee and is now being con­ 
sidered on the floor 
of the 
House. House passage Is ex­ 
pected but more opposition Is 
foreseen in the Senate. 
In a seven • page statement 
Williams pointed out that the 
question whether the bill would 
violate constitutional prohibi­ 
tions against aid to religion has 
been thoughtfully considered by 
legal 
authorities in several 
states - none of whom hold that 
a dual attendance program vio­ 
lates 
the constitutional pro­ 
hibition against aid to religion. 
Williams warned the commit­ 
tee against referring to the bill 
as a "shared time” or "dual 
enrollment” 
proposal. 
"We 
should look 
to what the bill 
does, and not to what it is 
called,” he said. 
The bill, he said, "would 
permit children to attend more 
than one school during 
the 
regular schooltime. This would 
not apply to all school pro­ 
grams but would be limited 
to only two types - special 
education for the mentally and 
physically 
handicapped chil­ 
dren, and programs for 
eco­ 
nomically and educationally de­ 
prived children 
financed by 
the United States under 
the 
Elementary and Secondary Edu­ 
cation Act of 1965.” 
"Some handicaps,** he 
ex­ 
plained, "permit the child to 
remain in the normal school 
curriculum 
most of the time, 
special instruction 
being 
required only part time. Atypi­ 
cal example 
of such a handi­ 
cap would be the need for speech 
correction, or training of the 
partially deaf or blind.” 
"Educationally deprived chil­ 
dren” are those who, because 
of poverty, handicap, inferior 
schools and the like, have not 
made normal advancement. 
The federal funds are only 
granted for use in a school 
concentration of low • income 
families. The funds may not be 
used to merely supplant exist­ 
ing programs, but must be used 
to finance new or supplemental 
programs, he said. 
Frequently this money is used 
for remedial programs in the 
basic skills, "the old 
three 
Rs - reading, 'ritlng and *rlth- 
metlc, ** Williams explained. 
In addition, under the Federal 
act, if the program does 
not 
provide for participation 
of 
children 
attending 
private 
schools, then no federal funds 
will be granted for the benefit 
of any children.

to give authority to the Legis­ 
lature to abolish the tax through 
the constitutional amendment, 
and then the General Assembly 
would have to pass a bill 
in 
another session which would f- 
fectively put it to an end. 
Thus, he said, the change 
would not be so radical or quick 
to give people second doubts— 
they would have a chance to ex­ 
press their opinion first, and 
the tax would not be abolished 
for at least another two years. 
Meyer said there has been 
much inequity in the enforce­ 
ment of the personal property 
tax and that in the metropolitan 
areas, it is 
practically 
im­ 
possible to enforce. 
"Most people do not realize,** 
he said, 4<that they are vio­ 
lating the 
law when 
they 
fail 
to report items such as 
suits, a mint coat, kitchen ap­ 
pliances and other household 
goods.** 
But, he explained, 
these 
things are rarely reported on 
personal 
property 
assess­ 
ments. 
To replace any lost revenue, 
Meyer plans to propose a flat 
increase of $50 on the assessed 
valuation 
of each car in the 
state, which he feels would 
come closest to making up the 
deficit of removing the person­ 
al property tax. 
STANDARD TIME BILL 
MAY LOSE SUPPORT 
A bill which would allow Mis­ 
souri to remain on standard 
time, during the period when 
many states shift to daylight 
savings time, may never get 
out of committee since the Kan­ 
sas Legislature recently voted 
down a similar proposal. 
Rep. W. D. (Bill) Hibler (D- 
B runs wick), author of the bill, 
has explained that Congress 
last year passed an act which 
would allow an entire state to 
remain on standard time with 
approval of its Legislature. 
Hibler’s bill is backed by many 
of his constituents and several 
farm organizations, but favor­ 
able action on the measure was 
expected to depend on what the 
Kansas Legislature would do. 
Since that body voted down the 
proposal, Hibler’s bill is ex­ 
pected to lose considerable sup­ 
port. 


PROPOSE BONUS 
FOR WAR VETERANS 
Two bills Introduced in the 
Missouri House of Representa­ 
tives would give bonuses to vet­ 
erans who served during the 
periods of World War II and 
the Korean conflict. 
Reps. Edna Eads (R-Bonne 
Terre) and Elsa Hill (D-St. 


Louis) Introduced the meas­ 
ures which would provide a bon­ 
us of $5 for each month served 
by a veteran stationed in the 
United States during the war 
periods and $15 for veterans 
who were stationed overseas. 
Bonuses are not to exceed $500 
and the veteran must have been 
honorably discharged. 
Con­ 
scientious objectors are ex­ 
empted who may have served 
during these periods. 
A minimum flat bonus of $10 
per 
month served would be 
established for any veteran with 
a service-connected disability 
even though the service was a 
domestic one. 
BILL WOULD UPGRADE 
STANDARDS FOR EGGS 
A bill proposed by Rep. Ru­ 
ben Shapeler (D-Butler) would 
upgrade the regulations per­ 
taining to the sale of eggs, 
and 
re-define egg as "raw 
egg in the shell that are the 
produce of the domesticated 
chicken." 
The bill also would re-de- 
flne consumer as one who buys 
eggs for food in his own home 
and adds the definition of "in­ 
stitutional consumer" as one 
who uses eggs for food, and 
shall include restaurants, ho­ 
tels, 
cafeterias, 
hospitals, 
nursing homes, state instuti- 
tions, jails and other establish­ 
ments. 
Nothing in the act prohibits 
the sale of eggs produced on 
the farm and sold directly to 
the consumer, except that such 
eggs must be produced by hens 
maintained on the farm from 
which they are sold. 
In addition, a Missouri pro­ 
ducer of eggs selling ungrad­ 
ed eggs from his own flock 
production is exempt from the 
provisions of the act, except 
that, if such producer desires 
to sell graded eggs, he may 
do so if he complies with the 
act. 
WOULD PERMIT 
SUNDAY LIQUOR SALES 
A bill introduced in the House 
by Rep. Thomas F. Ryan (D- 
Kansas City) would allow sale 
of liquor by the drink in all 
cities of the first class and in 
all cities allowing the sale of 
liquor by the drink and lo­ 
cated in counties of the first 
class. 
The bill places a time limi­ 
tation of 1 p.m. to 12 mid­ 
night on the sale of liquor by 
the drink on Sunday. 
LOBBYISTS OBJECTING 
TO BILL ASSIGNMENTS 
Several veteran lobbyists in 
Jefferson City recently 
re­ 
marked that this is the first 
session of the Legislature in 
which they remember so many 
bills were assigned to a com­ 
mittee where the chairman is 
also the author of the bill. 
Lobbyists who have 
opposed 
some of these bills complain 
that it puts them in an awkward 
situation when the bill’s author 
has complete control over the 
hearing. 
The Speaker of the House has 
the right to assign bills to com­ 
mittees, but there appears to 
have been no objections from 
the 
floor 
when 
a 
bill was 
assigned to a committee whose 
chairman also is tiie author. 
Many of the lobbyists feel that 
the House should establish a 
rule that would designate anoth­ 
er committee member to take 
over the chairmanship when the 
chairman had a direct interest 
in the legislation being heard. 
"For a chairman to control the 
hearing of his own bill seems 
to violate the spirit of conflict 
of interest," one lobbyist said.
